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HUNDREDS of employees 
face an anxious wait to 
hear if they will keep their 
jobs as East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council pre¬ 
pares to slash £750,000 
from its staffing budget. 

All 220 employees at the 
cash-strapped authority await 
their fate in the coming 
months as councillors att¬ 
empt to balance their 2010/ 
2011 budget. 

A six-week consultation period for 
employees to voice their views has 
now been launched. 

In an exclusive interview with the 
Weekly News, council leader Fred 
Brown admitted ECDC has “never 
faced a more difficult financial 
situation”. 

He said: “Nobody wants to have to 
make people redundant and affect 
families’ lives like this but things are 
the toughest they have ever been. 

“We don’t know how many red¬ 
undancies are going to be made but 
everyone is in the firing line. 

“Our proposals are painful but 
unfortunately necessary.” 

Cllr Brown insisted the authority 
had not overspent in previous years, 
claiming the “dire situation” was due 
to a lack of funding from central 
government. 

But it is the impact of the 
recession and the bailing out of the 
banking system that have hit the 
authority the hardest, he claims. 


£750k to be cut from council staffing budget 
-and anyone could go, says council leader 


One council employee, who 
wished to remain anonymous, spoke 
to the Weekly News about the 
impending job losses. 

He said: “Everyone is gutted and 
the atmosphere at the offices is 
awful. 

“Obviously we are all extremely 
worried about what the future holds 
but all councils are in the same boat. 

“It really is just a case of us keeping 
our fingers crossed.” 

Although it is not known how 
many positions will have to be 
scrapped, it has been confirmed that 
everyone - from the chief executive 
to the street sweeping crews - could 
go- 

Cllr Brown said: “No one has been 
immune from the review. 

“We intend to find over three 
quarters of a million pounds in staff 
savings alone, which will inevitability 
lead to redundancies as well as a pay 
freeze which will affect all staff. 

“We had to deal with our budget 
deficit now, not put it off for another 
day. 

“We have done our best to make 
sure that the cuts we are making are 
at the lowest possible level and we 
know that none of this is going to be 
popular with anyone.”

Arts under threat 
as belt tightened

EAST Cambridgeshire 
District Council's savage 
cost cutting measures 
could shut down the 
region's arts provider, 
ADeC. 

There has been widespread 
anger after the council 
announced it wanted to bring 
the service “in-house”, with one 
arts-lover even calling on 
councillors to stand down. 

The controversial move could 
see the much-loved Babylon 
Gallery on Ely’s Waterside closed 
down, as well as Ely Cinema, 
based at The Makings. 

The arts group also organises 
everything from children’s music 
workshops to art exhibitions and 
youth award schemes - all of 
which could come to an end. 

Council bosses are proposing 
to scrap ADeC and bring 
everything under their roof to 
save £25,000 a year. 

But a storm of protest has 
already erupted in a bid to keep 
the group running. 

Jane Wilson, the director of 
ADeC, said the move is “not the 
right way forward” for local 
residents. 

She told the Weekly News: “We 
firmly believe that an external 
service such as ADeC, even on a 
reduced budget, is able to 
provide significant added value. 

“We are working hard to per¬ 
suade ECDC that their current 
proposal is not the right way for¬ 
ward for local residents. 

“We are hoping to be able to 
work with them so that we can 
continue to provide the arts 
service in East Cambridgeshire.” 

Local arts champion, Ted 
Coney, who runs Ted Coney’s 
Family Portraits on Waterside, 
said the council was trying to 
“wreck” art and leisure provision 
in the area. 

He said: “The council still 
doesn’t seem to see the 
correlation between a vibrant 
arts and leisure scene with a

successful retail and tourist 
trade. 

“They seem completely out of 
touch with the people who 
elected them and I think it is 
time they resigned.” 

Dozens of concerned arts 
lovers have contacted the Weekly 
News after hearing about 
rumours of the cuts. 

Teenager Natalie Szulc, from 
Mepal, wrote: “I’ve learnt a lot 
from ADeC and am very angry 
to hear that they are facing these 
cuts. 

“I am not alone on this either. 
Myself and many other people 
have benefited from the help 
ADeC have offered us. 

“If they are cut, there are going 
to be a lot of people missing out 
on something that no one else 
can offer.” 

Another concerned resident, 
Hilary Hastings, said: “I would 
be absolutely horrified if Ely and 
its surrounding area lost this 


vital, creative, cultural hub. 

“Ely is a beautiful and historic 
place with a deeply ingrained 
cultural tradition and it would 
be incredibly short-sighted of 
ECDC to even consider severing 
this vital partnership.” 

Several furious councillors 
have also spoken out against the 
proposed cuts. 

Cllr Pauline Wilson, Liberal 
Democrat spokesperson for 
community services, said: “This 
is absolute madness. 

“The damage that will be 
done to arts provision in East 
Cambridgeshire will far 
outweigh the potential savings. 

“This is short sighted and ill- 
thought out by an admin¬ 
istration which has been 
determined to shut down ADeC 
over the years.” 

But Cllr Fred Brown, ECDC 
leader, said the authority’s lack 
of cash meant its funding for arts 
delivery in the region had to be 


cut by £25,000 over the next year. 

He said: “We are proposing to 
move ADeC in-house and will be 
discussing this option with 
them. 

“That way, East Cambridge¬ 
shire will still get the excellent 
arts provision it currently gets 
but it will cost us less and we 
hope ADeC will certainly 
consider this move. 

“This is not something we are 
doing off our own backs - we are 
being forced to do this.” 

The proposals will be dis¬ 
cussed by authority members 
ahead of the council’s full 
budget meeting on Tuesday, 
February 23. 

In the meantime, ADeC 
bosses are urging those con¬ 
cerned about the cuts to attend 
the council’s community 
services meeting at the council 
offices tonight at 6pm.

Council 
plans for 
tax hike 


RESIDENTS across the 
district will be hit with an 
increase in council tax. 

Authority bosses are 
proposing a 2.95 per cent 
increase, the Weekly News 
can confirm. 

The increase will see 
residents living in an 
average band D property 
pay around £42 extra 
each year. 

But the move is subject 
to approval by the full 
council, which is due to 
meet on Tuesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 23. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council leader 
Fred Brown said: “If we 
were to increase council 
tax by 3 per cent we 
would most likely be 
capped. 

“If that happens, the 
cuts on services and its 
effects on residents would 
have been so much 
worse. 

“With this proposed 
increase, it will really help 
us balance the budget 
without having to cut 
back another service in 
the district. 

“We understand that it 
is not going to be a pop¬ 
ular move but there is a 
huge deficit here and 
needs must.”

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Rumours rife over 
fate of Aldi store 


BUDGET supermarket Aldi could 
be having second thoughts 
about moving to Ely, traders 
claim. 

Shopkeepers and business owners are 
becoming sceptical about the company’s 
plans to move to the city. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) approved Aldi’s bid to build a 
1,630 square metre supermarket on the 
former Thurlow Nunn Standen plant in 
Lisle Lane in August 2008. 

Just months later, plans for Lidl to 
build in Angel Drove were thrown out by 
the authority - much to the joy of arch¬ 
rival Aldi. 

But more than 18 months later, 
building work on the site is yet to start 
and no advertisement boards have been 
put up to tell residents a supermarket is 
on its way. 

Traders in the city, who welcomed the 
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scheme, fear the recession may have 
brought the project to a halt. 

Some believe Aldi bosses may also be 
waiting to hear whether ECDC will 
approve plans for a new Sainsbury's 
supermarket in the town before starting 
any building work. 

Aldi says it is unavailable to comment 
on the issue. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman of the 
Ely Traders’ Association, said: “There are 
lots of rumours flying around about 
what is happening with Aldi. 

“I was under the impression that 
building work was getting under way last 
year and then just thought that the 
recession may have slowed things down 
a bit. 

“That is what a lot of people are 


thinking but then many feel it might not 
be coming at all. 

“Eighteen months is definitely a long 
time to leave it before getting started, 
which is what concerns people. 

“I just hope after the lengthy battle it 
had with Lidl that it doesn’t turn out it 
won’t be coming after all.” 

Another trader, who did not want to be 
named, said: “It has just been such a 
long time now that people wonder 
whether it will be coming at all. 

“Literally nothing has been done at 
the site since the decision which is why 
so many rumours are going around 
about Aldi’s future here in Ely.” 

Despite repeated requests for comm¬ 
ent, a spokeswoman told the Weekly 
News that the company’s property team 
was unable to make a statement about 
the issue. 


Gardeners 
keep hold 
of funding 

ELY in Bloom will keep its full 
£2,000 annual contribution from 
cash-strapped East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council. 

There was fury among garden- 
lovers when they heard that 
funding from the council may be 
cut in half in order to balance the 
budget. 

Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, the 
founder of Ely in Bloom, was 
furious at the news. 

She said: “This competition 
brings together the whole comm¬ 
unity - businesses, individuals, 
schools, organisations and 
voluntary groups - who take a 
pride in their city. 

“It demonstrates sustainability 
through planting and recycling 
and shows off the cleanliness and 
smartness of our city. 

“Residents, visitors and tourists 
benefit from this effort and Ely in 
Bloom has become something of 
which we are all extremely 
proud.” 

But council leader Fred Brown 
has confirmed Ely in Bloom is 
now “safe” from any cuts.

Jail for cannabis dealing dad 


A DEALER dad who was caught 
with cannabis worth £1,200 in a 
car glove box has been jailed for 
a year. 

John Hawkins, 22, was a passenger in 
a vehicle driven by Jonathan Mayfield 
which was stopped by police in Little- 
port on September J J last year. 

Officers caught a strong whiff of the 
drug and Hawkins produced three small 
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bags and one larger one from the glove 
compartment, containing a total of 249g 
of cannabis, Cambridge Crown Court 
heard. 

In an interview, Hawkins told police 
his friend knew nothing of the drugs, 
which he said he had bought for £f ,200. 
Hawkins said the large bag was for his 


use, although he was prepared to sell it 
if he needed money, and the three 
smaller bags were to be sold to a man in 
his hometown of Brandon in Suffolk. 

Hawkins, who pleaded guilty to 
supplying cannabis and possessing it 
with intent to supply, fell into the trade 
after losing his job in July 2008, the 
court heard. 

In mitigation, the court was told 
Hawkins had once been the victim of a 


stabbing and was the father of a 2-year- 
old daughter, with another child on the 
way. 

Judge Anthony Bate locked up 
Hawkins for a year on the supply 
charge, with an eight-month sentence 
to run concurrently for the possession 
charge. 

The judge said: “Anyone caught 
dealing in this sort of drug must go 
immediately to prison.”

Fatal overdose doctor 
was ‘ditheiy and tired’ 


Man stable after 
slipping off bike 

A MOTORCYCLIST fell from his bike after it 
slipped on mud. 

The air ambulance was called to the 
scene after the man, who is in his 50s, fell 
into the road.

A FOREIGN doctor who gave 
a fatal overdose to a patient 
seemed tired and “dithery” 
an inquest has been told. 

Lynda Bubb told how her partner 
of 28 years, David Gray, died at his 
home in Manea, three hours after 
being treated by German locum 
Daniel Ubani. 

Dr Ubani gave kidney stone 
sufferer Mr Gray lOOmg of the 
painkiller diamorphine - 10 times 
the recommended dose - on Feb¬ 
ruary 16,2008. 

Dr Ubani, who was working for 
out-of-hours GP provider SuffDoc, 
had arrived in the UK for his first 
locum shift the night before and 
confused the drug with a moderate 
painkiller. 

Mr Gray, 70, was regularly given 
lOOmg doses of pethidine to ease 
his renal colic pain, but the rec¬ 
ommended diamorphine dose is 
lOmg. 

Ms Bubb told the inquest in 
Wisbech she would call GP Richard 
Hirson or SuffDoc - now called Take 
Care Now - when Mr Gray’s kidney 
pain was bad. 

Ms Bubb called SuffDoc after he

suffered a violent diarrhoea attack, 
and Dr Ubani arrived. 

She said: “The doctor had diff¬ 
iculty communicating with us. He 
hardly spoke at all and muttered a 
lot. 

“The doctor seemed a bit dithery 
He was muttering to himself. He did 
not speak very much English but 
what he said I understood. 

“He seemed very tired and not as 
alert as he could have been as a 
doctor. I explained the situation and 
said David needed pain relief and 
because we knew they did not carry 
pethidine, I talked about diamor¬ 
phine. 

“He was talking to himself and 
did not seem sure how much dia¬ 
morphine to give to David.” 

Dr Ubani gave Mr Gray an in¬ 
jection in each buttock and Ms 
Bubb said Mr Gray immediately felt 
better, but when she checked an 
hour later he was unresponsive. 

She dialled 999 but paramedics 
were unable to resuscitate her 
partner.

Dr Hirson, who had treated Mr 
Gray since 2003, said he was “app¬ 
alled” when he heard what had 
happened. 

Logs showed Dr Ubani had rec¬ 
orded a lOOmg dose of diamor¬ 
phine. 

The inquest heard he blamed his 
mistake on over-tiredness after 
flying into the UK the night before. 

He checked into a bed and break¬ 
fast in Newmarket at 12.40am on 
February 16 and left for work less 
than eight hours later. 

Dr Ubani also treated Iris 
Edwards, 86, who died of a heart 
attack at her Ely care home after he 
failed to send her to hospital, even 
though she had low blood pressure 
and a racing heart rate. 

Home Office pathologist Dr Nat 
Cary, who performed a post¬ 
mortem examination on Mrs 
Edwards, said “it was more likely 
than not” that she would have sur¬ 
vived longer if she had gone to 
hospital. 

In a written statement from Rita 
Prchlik, a German government 
official, coroner David Morris was 
told that Dr Ubani had confessed to 
his mistake in a phone call. 

She said: “He said he had made a 
mistake in England down to over¬ 
tiredness that resulted in death.” 

Dr Ubani received a suspended 
prison sentence and a £4,500 fine in 
Germany after standing trial for Mr 
Gray’s death due to bodily harm 
caused by negligence. 

The inquest also heard that the 
woman who trained Dr Ubani the 
day before he gave the fatal 
overdose did not think he had a 
problem understanding English. 

Karen Byford, who worked for 
Suffdoc, said she trained Dr Ubani 
on the company’s computer 
systems and in non-medical 
procedures for two hours on 
Friday, February 15,2008. 

The inquest continues.

Nothing new 
in masterplan 

Sir, Frank Lindsell’s letter (Small is 
beautiful for our fine city, January 7) 
provides an excellent summary of the 
inadequacy of the Ely Masterplan to 
define a future development strategy 
to meet the real needs of Ely. His 
letter also outlines a vision for the 
future of Ely that the promoters of the 
Masterplan have not been able to 
clearly articulate. 

When the Masterplan was 
introduced two years ago, I read it 
and was generally for it. Then there 
was the debacle with the odd email to 
the plan consultants, URBED, which 
resulted in the project being put on 
hold for a period. We have now had 
time to think things through more 
thoroughly. My opinion now is that 
there are fatal flaws with the 
Masterplan. The general reasoning of 
the Masterplan is as follows: 

1. Ely does not have sufficient 
services, principally shopping; 

2. The way to fix this problem is a 
massive increase in housing and 
population, beyond the targets of the 
government; 

3. This will make traffic unbearable, 
therefore we must have a Southern 
bypass; 

4. And by the way we should move 
the leisure centre from its convenient 
city centre location to outside the city. 
It is obvious that Ely is going to grow, 
no matter what the council does. 
People already want to live in Ely, 
because they like it the way it is. The 
council will say that if it does not 
intervene to manage growth, then the 
growth will not be controlled. But 
what exactly will the council be able 
to do about this, other than to 
endorse the building of thousands of 
additional homes in the sprawl 
already developing north of Ely? The 
council is already able to approve or 
disapprove planning applications, 
and the council is to be commended 
for using this power wisely in denying 
approval to developments on Lisle 
Lane and south of the city that are 
inconsistent with existing long term 
plans for these parts of the city. 
However, the real need will be in the 
management of the development of 
the city centre during this period of 
population growth. But we have 
recently seen that the council is 
impotent to do much about what 
happens in the city centre. 

During the recent application by 
Tesco to put in aTesco Express in 
Market Square, clearly counter to the 
vision of the Masterplan, the council 
was powerless to stop it. Fortunately 
Tesco, for whatever reason, decided 
to withdraw its application. 

I am continually surprised that some 
people say that there is not good 
shopping in Ely. For a city its size Ely 
has a great selection of shops. We 
have a mix of shops that are local and 
independent and shops from the 
national chains. For food shopping, 
Waitrose, Iceland, Spar and the Farm 
Store are conveniently placed right in 
the city centre, and Tesco is on the 
southern outskirts of the city. Whilst 
we don’t have a Focus or a B&Q, we 
have shops here that provide most of 
what one finds in such a chain. 

In my own case I find general DIY 
products at the City Cycle Centre, 
Cutlacks, and Pecks; building 
supplies at Travis and Perkins and 
Jewsons; television, computers, 
electronics and other appliances at 
several shops on the High Street; 


specialty shops on Broad Street and 
St Marys Street for kitchen and bath 
products; 

The promoters of the Masterplan will 
say that I want to live in the past and 
am against progress. However, they 
are the ones living in the past. They 
have set out solutions that are right 
out of the 80s and 90s. There is 
nothing new, there is nothing 
innovative. What we need is a vision 
that marries growth at a reasonable 
level with the qualities that make 
people want to live in Ely to begin 
with.

Remind council 
of your priorities 

Sir, There have been a number of 
letters in your paper recently 
regarding the Ely Masterplan and 
they have been heartfelt and 
reasonable. The consultation results 
are now out in the public domain and 
by the time you read this, decisions 
will have been made based upon 
them. You the pubic will have had no 
chance to lobby your local councillor 
to really consider the full 
implications. This close timing is not 
coincidence. 

The consultation has at least resulted 
in recommended alterations to the 
plan, the proposals for a number of 
multi-storey car parks have been 
moved to one side after pressure 
from the public and the Highway 
Authority. The proposals for 
increased park and ride capacity are 
to be welcomed, after all, we need the 
town to be full of people not clogged 
with cars. This is forward looking and 
fits with likely future carbon 
reduction policies. 

Unsurprisingly, the huge growth in 
housing is not recommended for any 
reduction, after all, it is in large part 
responsible for the council receiving 
hundreds of thousands of pounds 
from Cambridgeshire Horizons. The 
council is seeking to fulfil the 
obligation it feels for this largesse, 
when it should be seeking to provide 
good services for residents and 
defending their quality of life. 
Unfortunately, the proposals for an 
out-of-town sports hall remain, 
despite the objections of many 
individual consultees and the county 
council as one of these. Surely it is not 
too late to reconsider the fait 
accompli, which was never consulted 
upon prior to land purchase and 
instruction of architects and flies in 
the face of government policies. It is 
very likely that the planning 
application, when it comes, will be 
called in to higher authorities. Set 
against the extremely difficult 
financial situation that the council 
faces and the considerable disquiet 
about the proposal, both in transport 
and access terms and in the loss to 
the social and economic viability of 
the town centre, I would urge a 
rethink. 

East Cambs is a small local authority, 
with a precious and historic market 
town at its head. The ill-starred 
Masterplan was conceived in the 
years of a property and banking bull 
market, the appetite for debt laden 
growth needs to be held in check. 
With the current Conservative 
administration there is no check but 
public opinion. Let us hope that the 
real politics of affordability will rule 
over party pride and ambition. The 


demands of hard- pressed council 
taxpayers seeing cuts to services in 
the coming year and increasing bills 
should be hard to ignore. 

Members of the council need to be 
reminded what YOUR priorities are 
when they consider the priorities for 
savings and expenditure in the future. 
Please let them know.

Patients expect 
a better service 

Sir, The recent problems with the 
NHS out-of-hours service focuses 
one’s attention on the question of 
precisely why has the individual GP 
opted out of 24/7 patient “care”? 

Have our doctors no regard for the 
relationship of trust built up over 
many years between doctor and 
patient? 

Doctors save lives. Fire and rescue 
teams also save lives, often putting 
their own lives at risk. 

But there the similarity ends, the 
firefighters earn around £30,000 per 
year, work 40 hours each week and 
provide 24/7 cover. 

The average GP earns in excess of 
£100,000pa, closes his surgery from 
5pm to 8am on weekdays and closes 
at 5pm on a Friday for some 63 hours. 
With the number of GPs practicing, 
certainly in the south of the country, 
providing out-of-hours cover for an 
area would be little more than an 
occasional inconvenience to them. 
Yes, I know that to become a medical 
doctor requires years of training, but 
much of that training is paid for by 
the state and the rewards of 
enhanced status and a high income 
for life, entitles the patient to expect a 
better service. 

If I were ill and in pain at 3am in the 
morning I would want to be visited 
by a person either known personally 
to myself or personally to my doctor. 

It is well known that any medical 
treatment is dependent for its 
success on the trust between the 
patient and the person giving the 
treatment. This is sadly lacking when 
the response to a call for help is met 
by a visit from a total stranger, who in 
some cases do not speak the 
language of the patient.

ELY’S Hereward Rotary Club is 
coming to the aid of those affected 
by the devastating Haiti earthquake. 

Members have been able to send 
a shelter box to the area following 
the catastrophic quake on Tuesday, 
January 12. 

With a magnitude of 7 on the 
Richter scale, the Haitian govern¬ 
ment has already confirmed 70,000 
burials but warned that up to 
200,000 people could have been 
killed. 

Shelter boxes were the brainchild 
of Rotarian Tom Henderson, from 
Cornwall, who noted that while food 
and medicine was rushed to the 
sites, not much was being done to 
help the population to rebuild their 
lives in the days immediately after a 
crisis. 

In April 2000 the first shelter boxes 
were shipped out and have been 
going all over the world ever since. 

The contents of each box, which 
cost £490, can be adapted to resp¬ 
ond to where they are being sent but 
all usually carry a 10-person tent, 
thermal blankets, water purification 
equipment and multi-fuel stove. 

John Yates, club treasurer of the 
club, added that the box itself can 
even be used as a cot.

‘Lives at risk’ 
over potholes 


ANGRY drivers say pot¬ 
holes are putting lives at 
risk and seriously dam¬ 
aging Ely’s roads. 

Motorists have slammed high¬ 
ways chiefs over an “unbeliev¬ 
able” number of holes in the 
city’s roads. 

Streets including Barton Road, 
Lynn Road, Back Hill and Prick- 
willow Road have been seriously 
affected. 

Martin Newcombe, of Lynn 
Road, said: “I have never seen so 
many potholes in the city’s roads. 

“I know the weather’s been bad 
but surely the fact there are so 
many and that some of them are 
up to six inches deep shows the 
road surfaces are not up to 
scratch. 

“I’m finding myself having to 
swerve around holes all over the 
place, even down the High Street. 

“It really won’t be long before 
there’s a serious accident as a 
result of this.” 

But the main route infuriating 
readers appears to be the A10, 
particularly between Ely and 
Stretham.

Penny Martin, who commutes 
from Little Downham into Cam¬ 
bridge every day, contacted the 
Weekly News and said: “The A10 
is horrendous. I drive the route 
every day so know it inside out 
but it is like driving along a 
different road now. 

“There are big holes and 
bumps galore and it really is 
dangerous. Drivers need to know 
when these are going to be sorted 
out.” 

Another frustrated motorist, 
Jim Buck, from Haddenham, 
said: “Potholes seem to have 
cropped up on every road in East 
Cambridgeshire. The A10 in 
particular is treacherous. 

“With motorists having to 
swerve all over the place to avoid 
driving into the holes it won’t be 
long before there’s a death on 
that road. And with thousands of 
vehicles using it every day to get 
from Ely to Cambridge that is 
quite worrying.” 

Drivers have now made nearly 


1,700 reports of potholes across 
Cambridgeshire since the festive 
season. 

With each pothole costing 
around £30 to repair, the total 
repair bill is expected to be in the 
tens of thousands of pounds. 

Much of the damage is caused 
by water getting into cracks and 
expanding when it freezes, 
leaving gaping holes when it 
melts. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil said it is repairing potholes as 
quickly as it can. 

Mark Kemp, the authority's 
service director for Highways and 
Access, added: “We know there 
are a lot of potholes on the roads 
and there are bound to be with 
the freezing temperatures we 
have had over the past few weeks. 

“We have been filling as many 
of them in as possible and as the 
weather improves, we will be able 
to get round them all even 
quicker. 

“We are certainly going to have 
to do temporary repairs and then 
look at the bigger picture once 
the big freeze really has thawed 
out.”

Final days for city care home 


THE Old Palace in 
Ely will have closed 
by the end of the 
month, the Weekly 
News can confirm. 

Sue Ryder Care has 
announced that it is just 
a matter of days before 
the charity care home, 
which has been looking 
after people with life- 
limiting illnesses for 
almost 25 years, shuts. 

Over the months, the 
centre’s 50-odd residents 
have been moved into 
different care homes 
across the region - and 
now just five remain. 

All of the staff, from 
carers to cleaners to 
cooks, have also been 
relocated, leaving only 
those needed to care for 
the residents behind. 

The closing date 
comes after the Weekly 
News revealed last Oct¬ 
ober that the specialist 
centre would be forced 
to close. 

The building, formerly 
home to bishops of Ely, 
has been running at a 
deficit of £240,000 a year 
and following a 90-day 
consultation period bet¬ 
ween the organisation, 
its residents and staff, 
Sue Ryder Care decided

to close it down. 

The Care Quality Com¬ 
mission also revealed 
that as of September this 
year, The Old Palace 
would no longer be suit¬ 
able for use as a care 
home without major 
work being carried out to 
bring it into compliance 
with the standards the 
commission sets. 

Dan Beety, head of ex¬ 
ternal communications 
for Sue Ryder Care, said: 
“Following the ann¬ 
ouncement to close The 
Old Palace on October 
22, 2009, Sue Ryder Care 
has worked closely with 
residents, their families, 
primary care trusts, local 
authorities and care 
providers to relocate the 
residents to suitable 
accommodation, where 
possible nearer their 
families. 

“There are five resi¬ 
dents still living at the 
centre, all of whom now 
have arrangements in 
place to move to new 
homes. 

“Each person’s situat¬ 
ion is different, so we are 
working hard to ensure 


that the transition is as 
smooth as possible for 
the people concerned. 

“As the number of 
residents has reduced, so 
has the staff team that 
supports them. 

“The Old Palace has 
put into operation a 
staggered reduction plan 
to ensure that all resi¬ 
dents’ needs are met by 
the nursing care and 
support staff.” 

Sue Ryder first opened 
up in The Old Palace in 
1986 and its first phase 
consisted of a 15-bed 
facility to care for people 
living with long- term 
neurological conditions 
such as multiple scler¬ 
osis, stroke and brain 
injuries. 

The Huntington’s dis¬ 
ease unit became oper¬ 
ational in 1993 and was 
officially opened by the 
Queen and the charity’s 
founder, Lady Ryder of 
Warsaw, on November 
25,1993. 

At its height, the care 
centre offered residential 
and respite care for 45 
people living with neuro¬ 
logical conditions supp¬ 
orted by teams of nurses 
and carers. 

The Sue Ryder Foun¬ 
dation, as it was then

Business saved 
after £40,000 
spent on layby

A LAYBY has been saved 
from closure, allowing a 
couple’s catering bus¬ 
iness to continue. 

Last summer, the Weekly 
News reported that two laybys 
in the Ely area faced being 
closed by Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

The first was by Ely High 
Bridge, near the train station. 

Rail travellers were using it 
as a car park - but after resi¬ 
dents and councillors voiced 
concerns about the safety of 
motorists and pedestrians, 
mounds of earth were used to 
seal it. 

Another layby, known as the 
“crooked drain", along the 
A142 near Barway, also faced 
being closed after officials said 
it was in such a bad state it 
was beyond repair. 

However, after discussions, 
councils clubbed together to 
find £40,000 to repair it.

It now has been resurfaced, 
with all the potholes repaired. 

In the process, a long- 
established mobile catering 
van run by a Soham couple 
has been saved - they said 
they would be forced to call it 
a day if the layby was shut 
down. 

East Cambridgeshire dist¬ 
rict councillor Tony Parramint, 


who represents Soham South, 
said: “This layby is the major 
one on the A142, providing 
people with a golden 
opportunity to pull off and 
stop for whatever reasons. 

“All the other laybys along 
the route are too small for 
people to pull off safely or for 
lorry drivers to stay in over¬ 
night. 

“With the crooked drain 
one, people can open their 
doors safely without risking 
being hit by passing cars.” 

He added: “Mr and Mrs 
Fletcher have also had their 
food van there for many years, 
so by saving this layby, we 
have also kept them in 
business. 

“The area looks brilliant 
now and the highways team 
must be praised for their 
effective work." 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said the finance for the 
repair work came from the 
county council, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
Soham Town Council and City 
of Ely Council.

‘Chilly’ dip 
for angry 
swimmers 


ELY'S swimming pool is still 
suffering major heating prob¬ 
lems, users claim. 

Last week, the Weekly News reported 
how bosses had been forced to close the 
Paradise Pool after a boiler broke down 
on December 21, leaving swimmers out 
in the cold during the festive season. 

The new parts needed to get it back up 
and running finally arrived last week, 
meaning the pool, on Newnham Street, 
could reopen to the public. 

But parents are even more furious 
after returning to the centre to find the 
pool is cold. 

Swimmers have also complained 
about the “filthy” state of the showers. 

One unhappy mother, who took her 
11-month-old baby for a swim, branded 
the situation a “disgrace”. 

The mother, who lives in Ely, said: 
“The Paradise Pool is the only swimming 
pool for miles and this has been 
dragging on for too long. 

“The staff said the pool temperature 
was 29 degrees when it should be 31 but 
it felt much colder. 

“I normally take my daughter for a 25- 
minute swim every week but I had to 
take her out of the water after 15 
minutes because her lips were blue and 
her teeth were chattering. 

“The staff seem very blase about the 
situation and all they could tell us was 
that the temperature was legal.” 

She added: “It would have been nice if 
they used the time when the pool was 
closed to give the swimming pool and its 
changing areas a thorough clean but as

always, there was plenty of hair clogging 
up plugholes and grime.” 

Another disgruntled swimmer, Fran¬ 
cesca Wilson, from Wilburton, said: “I 
take my children there as they love 
swimming but it is getting beyond a 
joke. 

“The closure of the pool was a big 
enough inconvenience but I returned 
the other day to find the water far too 
cold to allow them to get in. 

“This is affecting a lot of people but 
nothing seems to be improving.” 

Derek Chapman, from Littleport, also 
contacted the Weekly News. He said: 
“The Paradise really does need some 
TLC. 

“Everywhere looks quite shabby and 
the showers and locker rooms are 
becoming scruffy. 

“Not only that, when I took my 
daughter swimming the other morning, 
the water was much colder than it ever 
has been before. 

“Things need improving there before 
people are put off going for life.” 

A spokeswoman for Leisure Conn¬ 
ection, the company which runs the 
pool, said: “The swimming pools at 
Paradise Pool are both set at the correct 
national operating temperatures, as set 
out in the national guidelines published 
by the HSE. 

“All showers, with the exception of one 
are fully functional and in working 
order.”

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Pay deal for 
train drivers 


TRAIN drivers oper¬ 
ating between Cam¬ 
bridge and London 
have accepted a pay 
offer aimed at ending 
disruption to ser¬ 
vices. 

Members of the Aslef 
union voted two-to-one to 
accept the offer from First 
Capital Connect (FCC), 
which runs trains from 
King’s Lynn to London 
King’s Cross that serve Ely, 
Cambridge and Royston 
stations. 

Passengers had faced 
disruptions due to can¬ 
celled trains at the end of 
last year, including on 
Remembrance Sunday, 
because of a shortage of 
drivers. 

FCC was relying on staff 
working overtime to 
operate a full service. 
Unions insisted workers 
were not taking industrial 
action, but were merely 
exercising their cont¬ 
ractual right not to work 
overtime.

The threat of a strike by 
hundreds of drivers ended 
in December when union 
leaders withdrew a ballot 
for industrial action and 
recommended acceptance 
of an improved pay offer. 

The offer gives drivers a 
salary increase of 1.5 per 
cent from April 2009, a 2 
per cent increase from 
April this year and a 
further rise of 1.675 per 
cent from November. 

A spokesman for FCC 
said: “We welcome the 
acceptance of our revised 
pay offer to our train 
drivers by Aslef members 
and we will continue to 
work closely with Aslef in 
the future.” 

Mick Whelan, Aslef’s 
district organiser, said: 
“There was 66 per cent in 
favour of the offer put to 
them. 

“We have seen that the 


company said it will run a 
full timetable next week. A 
number of staff have made 
themselves available to 
work overtime next week.” 

Passengers on its 
Thameslink service bet¬ 
ween Bedford and Bright¬ 
on faced disruption last 
week because of bad 
weather and staff short¬ 
ages. 

Passengers on the Nat¬ 
ional Express East Anglia 
services from Cambridge 
to London Liverpool Street 
also faced travel problems 
last autumn during a 
series of 48-hour strikes by 
members of the Rail 
Maritime and Transport 
(RMT) union and Aslef. 

In November, National 
Express was told it would 
be stripped of its East 
Anglia rail franchise three 
years early. 

The deal could have 
been extended until 2014, 
but Transport Secretary 
Lord Adonis said it would 
end in March 2011.

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Panto fun is 
pure magic 


IT’S a cold, dark, winter’s night in the 
village of Over. 

It’s raining hard, the wind is whipping along 
the High Street - and the only sign of warmth 
is a light shining in the window of the village 
hall. 

Inside, the hall is buzzing with chatter, 
laughter and snatches of songs: sporting full 
make-up and spangly costumes, the local 
Revue and Drama Society is in residence. 

“We’re in the middle of panto rehearsals,” 
explains Laughing Policeman Sarah Lane, 
doffing her helmet. “And there’s something 
special about panto: it puts everyone in a really 
good mood.” 

The members of Swavesey Revue and 
Drama Society, known as Radsoc, have been 
busy preparing to stag e Aladdin this week and 
the cast has been rehearsing twice a week, 
every week. 

“It is a big commitment,” admits Sarah, 
who lives in Swavesey, “but it’s absolutely 
worth it. I only joined this time last year but I 
was made to feel welcome from the word go. 

“In fact, I made loads of friends: I actually 
met my fiance here - he’s the director - and 
we moved in together in August. So it’s fair to 
say Radsoc are a very friendly bunch!” 

The group has been running for an 
impressive 35 years and, as popular with the 
viewing public as ever, it’s proof that am dram 
is far from old hat. 

“I actually think that some amateur 
productions are better than professional,” says 
Phil Bailey, the panto’s obligatory dame. 
“Everyone in this room is here because they 
want to be - and because of that, they’re all 
determined to put on a really good show.” Phil, 
who lives in Haddenham, is one of Radsoc’s

more recent recruits. “I always wanted to do 
am dram,” smiles the 34-year-old. “I did a 
GCSE in drama and lots of acting at school; in 
fact, for a while, I wanted to become a 
professional - until I was talked out of it, on 
the grounds there are an awful lot of 
unemployed actors out there. 

‘Joining Radsoc is one of the best things 
I’ve ever done. Along with bell-ringing, it’s 
become one of my main hobbies. I love every 
minute of it! This year I’m the dame for the first 
time and I’m unashamedly excited.” 

Wearing violently bright lipstick and a punky 
orange wig, Phil, a charity worker by day, 
certainly looks the part. “I think am dram is 
fantastic, it really brings a community 
together,” he adds. “And I think panto, in 
particular, is quite special. It’s slapstick, it’s a 
bit of fun and it’s part of our culture. Some 
people say panto should be banned because 
it’s not politically correct. I’m sorry, but I think: 
‘This is us, this is Britain’ - it’s a traditionally 
British thing.” 

Aladdin wouldn’t be Aladdin without a genie 
and a lamp - which is where seasoned am 
dram actor Kevin Webb comes in. 

His face a-sparkle with green glitter, the 50- 
year-old explains that he’s been devoting his 
free time to acting for years; as well as doing 
panto every winter, he takes part in a summer 
Shakespeare festival and is planning to do a 
serious Passion Play this coming Easter. 

“I started when my three kids all gave up 
their various sports and suddenly I had my 


weekends back,” laughs Kevin, an accountant 
from Earith. “I do it because I love being the 
centre of attention: it’s a real buzz getting that 
applause at the end of the show.” 

Aladdin tells the well-loved tale of an 
innocent young lad, Aladdin, and his attempts 
to stop the evil Abanazar taking over the world 
(by finding the aforementioned magic lamp 
and its all-powerful genie). 

Assisted by his brother Wishee Washee and 
his fearsome washerwoman mother, Phil’s 
Widow Twanky, Aladdin strives to save the day 
and win the hand of his beloved princess into 
the bargain. 

“Abanazar is the first baddie I’ve played: I’ve 
had to practise my evil looks,” laughs John 
Pickering, 52. “I got involved five years ago, 
through a guy I played badminton with. He 
said they were an actor short for that year’s 
panto and he thought I’d be perfect for the 
character; he was called Canon Throbbing... 

“I said: ‘How do you know, you’ve never 
seen me act?’ He said: ‘No, but I’ve seen you 


play badminton - and I know you love 
showing off.’” 

John, who lives in St Ives, is a sales 
manager by trade. “I do panto because it’s lots 
and lots of fun,” adds the father-of-three. “My 
kids are all grown up but they always come 
along; they probably think: ‘Dad’s being a prat 
again,’ but it gives everybody a good laugh.” 

Aladdin is played by one of the younger 
members of the troupe, 21 -year-old Rachel 
Ward. A Swavesey girl, she joined Radsoc 
almost a decade ago after failing to win a part 
in a school play; after leaving the group for 
three years, while she was away at university, 
she has returned to the fold - to play her 
biggest role yet. 

“I’ve got to sing, which is a bit daunting,” 
admits Rachel. “But it’s a great part. Aladdin’s 
not the brightest, to be honest, but his heart’s 
in the right place.” 

Proving that Radsoc is, as Sarah says, an 
incredibly friendly society, Rachel too met her 
fiance during rehearsals: her now-partner Matt 


Isham, 28, was cast as Prince Charming four 
years ago and Rachel was playing his side- 
kick. “We just clicked,” she explains. 

Matt, Wishee Washee in this year’s 
production, took up acting at uni. “I didn’t 
make the football team,” he shrugs, “so I 
thought I’d join the drama society for a bit of a 
laugh. I ended up taking it really seriously, 
more seriously than my degree in fact.” 

Show producer Bob Bright concludes: 
“Amateur dramatics is great for the whole 
community. It’s fun for the cast: when you 
step out on to that stage, all your worries are 
forgotten; you get to become someone else 
for a while. 

“And it’s a bit of escapism for the audience, 
too. 

“Whether you’re on stage or in the 
audience, it’s all good fun.”

Look out for the signs of 
cold and snow damage 


T he heavy snow 

nationwide is likely to 
have damaged 
evergreens, crushed tender 
shrubs and broken the 
branches of trees under its 
weight. 

In my own garden, a whole 
hedge buckled under the weight of 
snow and ended up drooping over 
the lawn, so I’ve had to knock off 
the snow and prop it up with guide 
ropes to pull it back into line. 

Of course, gardeners can 
minimise damage by gently 
knocking snow off shrubs and 
conifers with a broom, but for some 
this action may all come too late. 

Guy Barter, head of horticultural 
advice at the Royal Horticultural 
Society, explains: “Deciduous 
plants are pretty tough and 
shouldn’t be affected by the snow 
but it’s probably too late to save 
tender plants which have been left 
out.” 

While the roots of established 
plants in borders may escape being 
frozen, potted plants which haven’t 
been sheltered in a cool shed or 
porch, or wrapped in hessian or 
bubble wrap, will suffer or die if

their roots freeze. 

Root systems in flower beds and 
borders can also be damaged when 
moisture in the ground freezes, 
then thaws, then freezes again, but 
the good news is that any carpet of 
snow actually acts as an insulator to 
keep the temperature at ground 
level consistent. 

Gardeners who are using salt in 
their driveways are advised to keep 
it away from plants and to not walk 
on their grass while frozen or soggy 
from the thaw, to minimise damage 
to the lawn. 

“Lawns will still be very wet when 
the snow has gone so keep off them 
for a while, and gardeners should 
only start digging when the soil has 
dried out a bit,” Barter advises. 

“When the thaw comes there will 
be lots of broken stems and 


branches from the weight of the 
snow, so gardeners will have to give 
plants a good trim.” 

Spring pruning will take care of 
snapped stems, splits and die-back. 

If you’re having plants delivered 
when conditions are still freezing, 
pot them up and keep them in a 
cool but sheltered spot such as a 
frost-free shed, making sure they 
don’t dry out, until the weather 
improves enough to plant them in 
the garden. 

“We’ve had a run of mild winters 
when we have been able to grow 
tender plants which have survived 
the cooler months, but in this 
weather plants such as evergreen 
agapanthus and phormiums may 
not survive,” he warns. 

Once the snow has gone, some 
shrubs are likely to show signs of 
cold damage, their leaves will be 
discoloured, showing patches of 
brown. All you can do is pick off the 
damaged foliage and hope that the 
plant recovers. 

Hedges and columnar conifers 
which have been knocked down by 
snow can be propped up again with 
rope but it will have to be left there 
through spring to allow the shrubs 
to re-align themselves. 

Don’t worry too much if your 


garden looks dishevelled and tired 
after the snow, because most plants 
will recover, even those which look 
like they’ve had it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Dogwood (Cornus) 

These deciduous shrubs are 
grown for their eye-catching 
colourful stems which provide 
useful colour in the winter garden 
and some are particularly useful in 
smaller gardens. Cornus alba 
‘Sibirica’ is one of the most popular 
types, with its vivid red stems, while 
C. sanguinea ‘Midwinter Fire’ has 
orange and pink stems resembling 
flickering flames. The yellow 
stemmed C. stolonifera 
‘Flaviramea’ is also extremely 
effective in winter when grown next 
to C. alba. 

Dogwoods, which grow to 
around 1.2m x 1.2m (4ft x 4ft), are 
easy to grow - the only thing you 
must remember is to prune them 
hard each spring, cutting out the 
oldest stems. The new shoots that 
replace them have the most 
colourful bark. 

They can be planted in most soil, 
even clay types or along riverbanks, 
and do best in full sun.

THE next-generation Ford 
Focus made its worldwide 
debut last week. 

The first look at Ford’s latest icon 
came at the North American Inter¬

HYBRIDS, all-electric, or 
hydrogen-fuelled cars are the 
immediate future of 
motoring - and new models 
are popping up thick and 
fast. 

Toyota has just stated that it 
will be putting no less than 
eight all-new hybrid- 
engined cars on to the 
North American market 
over the next few years - 
that’s a sizeable figure, and 
other major motor 
manufacturers are 
expected to quickly follow 
suit. 

The Japanese car giant 
has already said it intends to 
sell mainstream all-electric 
vehicles by 2012, and it will have 
hydrogen-powered motors on the 
market by 2015. 

And Toyota underscored its 
eco-intentions with the unveiling 
of a hybrid-powered supermini 
concept at this month’s Detroit 
Motor Show in America. 

Titled the FT-CH - CH stands 
for compact hybrid - the 
supermini is 22 inches shorter, 
and an inch slimmer, than the 
firm’s current best-selling hybrid, 
the Prius, and it was styled by 
Toyota designers at its 
development centre in Nice, 
France. 


Toyota says a production model 
of the FT-CH will be far more 
affordable than the Prius, 
currently deemed an expensive 
buy, and hopes it will help achieve 
a global sales target of a million 
hybrids over the next three or so 
years. 

Peugeot has also come out 
punching in the hybrid stakes 
with a stunning sports concept, 
the SRI. It’s more than a dream 
car transferred from paper to 
possible production reality - it 
signifies ftiture styling direction, 
and comes with a new-look Lion 
badge. 

The SRI concept employs the 
same hybrid technology that will 
be available in the Peugeot 3008 
next year - a 218bhp, 1.6-litre 
petrol engine mated to a rear- 
mounted 95bhp electric motor. 
Peugeot claims a combined cycle 
fuel consumption of 57.7mpg for 
the SRI, and 119g/km C02 
output. 

Audi sidestepped the hybrid 
brouhaha at Detroit and instead 
went down electric avenue with 
the unveiling of a compact sports 
car, the e-tron. The all-electric 
two-seater e-tron is lithe and 
lightweight, with a 0 to 62mph 
sprint time of just 5.9 seconds. 

The German firm says it has the 
agility of a go-kart, thanks to its 
relatively low weight and near¬ 


perfect weight distribution, and 
will be able to do up to 155 miles 
between charge-ups. 

Zero fuel consumption, zero 
C02 emissions, and zero engine 
noise led Citroen to name is new 
electric car the C-Zero, which gets 
a public unveiling at the Brussels, 
Belgium, Motor Show late in 
January. 

Based on the Mitsubishi i, the 
80mph C-Zero can be 80 per cent 
charged in just 30 minutes, and is 
earmarked to go on sale in Britain 
late this autumn. Its city-car 
length of just 3.48 metres will 
appeal strongly to drivers who 
rarely venture beyond town limits, 
and it can carry four adults along 
with a modest 166 litres of cargo. 

Finally, Honda’s new hybrid, the 
sporty CR-Z, is destined to go on 
UK sale this summer, and the 
coupe uses a 1.5-litre petrol 
engine with its proven electric 
motor set-up, and can do 
56.4mpg overall. 

Honda says it is the world’s first 
six-speed manual hybrid car, with 
nippy driving characteristics 
making the CR-Z well-suited for 
use on city streets. 

Exhaust emissions are down to 
just 117g/km, and only European 
models will get the flexible two- 
plus-two seating layout. 

Prices and fuller details of the 
CR-Z are due in late spring.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity.

Send off change of address cards.

Youngsters show way for Isle of Ely 


THE Isle of Ely Rowing Club started the new year in fighting 
form, entering no fewer than 17 crews in the first of the 
Winter League Head races on the River Cam in Cambridge 
on Sunday. 

The winter league is a series of three races, held in 
January, February and March each year over a distance of 
2,800m between the A14 road bridge and just past the 
Penny Ferry public house. 

The Ely crews recorded some creditable times in this first 
competitive outing of the new year.

“It was great to see so many of our club crews 
competing,” said Cotgrove.

With all the recent 
snow and frozen water, it’s been difficult to train as much as 
we’d like, and we’re looking forward to preparing for the 
next leg of the winter league in February.”
